THE PRESIDENT AND DAUGHERTY 


"Why is it that President Coolidga 


does not ask for the resignation of Har- 
ry- Daugherty? It is a fair question, and 
one to -which the public opinion will 
soon require an answer. If a president 
proposed to set up a department of jus- 
tice as it now exists, and has existed ever 
since Dangherty -was put in charge of it. 
•with a man of his type and record at its 
head, the country would be scandalized. 
'No president could take such action ex- 
cept with fatal consequences. Daugh- 
erty and the department of justice are an 
offense to every instinct of decency and 
to every stand of upright public service. 
Enough has been brought out, and ten 
times over, to bring the department down 
to a police court, race horse, stock 
gambling, prize ring level. If it is not 
actually tainted with corruption, it is sur- 
rounded by a sea of corruption. 


Twenty-five years ago this scandal 


•would have turned the country upside 
down. 
"We are more callous today to 


breaches of public trust and las; practices, 
but hardly to the point where we can shut 
our 63'es to the conditions that have been 
portrayed by innumerable witnesses, and 
which can no longer be of any doubt. All 
of the witnesses who have testified are not 
engaged in a conspiracy. There could be 
no collusion between them, because their 
sympathies are divergent and opposed. 
fThey may be exaggerating, but they are 
not lying-. 


The attorney-general's brother, Mai 


Daugherty. now defies the senate and re- 
fuses to give out information the com- 
mittee desires of transactions at his bank 
in "Washington Court House, Ohio. 
He 


says that to produce his books is "beyond 
all reason." Of course he is supported in 
this by the attorney-general, which of it- 
self proves that the department of justice 
is functioning against the investigation. 


It is common talk at "Washington, and 


throughout the country, that the reason 
the president does not fire Daugherty is 
that he is afraid of him, that Daugherty 
lias "something on" the administration or 
the party that he will reveal if he is forced 
out and that, if made public, would ruin 
the prospects of success in the November 
election. Mr. DaugEerty has threatened 
to take the stump and to fight if he is 
ejected. 
TTis resentment at those who 


are trying to clean up the government at 
[Washington, his defiance of the president 
and everyone else who thinks he ought to 
resign, his insolent confidence in the se- 
curity of his position, lend color to the 
theory that he can if he wishes "turn 
state's evidence.'' Mai Daugherty's ready 
defiance supports the theory. 
A show- 


down is inevitable. It must come soon. 
The president has no legitimate excuse 
any longer. The day for suspension of 
judgment has passed. He cannot olean up 
his administration with a dirty broom. 


' 
His persistence in hanging onto Dangher- 
ty is beyond all comprehension. 


providing for public health and the pub- 
lic Avclfare in general have been enacted. 


To be effective, public opincwi must be 


organized. It must be put into a work- 
able condition. One bee alone is seldom 
feared, but it is the swarm—the organiza- 
tion of many bees—which drives away the 
intruder. 
Likewise is it only a iinited 


public opinion which can stamp out cruel- 
ty and make it a»thing unknown to future 
generations. Stopping cruelty is every- 
body's business. 
We are too much in- 


clined to place this responsibility upon 
a few officers and members of humane 
societies forgetting that it rests equally 
upon every goo'd citizen. Nowhere is 
there greater need of a rigorous public 
sentiment. 


To make public opinion a, power there 


is first needed the knowledge that cruel- 
ty is being perpetrated. 
Only by know- 


ing the facts will the public conscience be 
aroused. Therefore, cases of cruelty and 
neglect of animals should be made pub- 
lic. 
This alone will be a most effective 


cure, for most violators shrink from the 
contempt of their fellow-men. Prosecu- 
tion may be resorted to, if necessary. 
And in this, also, public opinion plays an 
important part. It is the people who 
make the laws, and it is they who must 
enforce them. Humane laws will be en- 
forced in Acordance to the public demand 
therefor. 


Everything possible should be done to 


always keep before the public the rights 
of our dumb animals and the wrong of 
their abuse. 
Humane Sunday this year 


on April 6th, and Humane "Week, April 
6th to 12th, are especially good times to 
arouse public opinion, both from the pul- 
pit and in the school room. It is the 
aroused public opinion that is powerful. 
As Henry "Ward'Beecher said, it "is al- 
most omnipotent."

SESAME OIL. 


The fifth article in Tho Medicine Cupboard, oil 


of sesamum. is difficult to get. 
It is sometimes 


called teel oil and benne oil. The unadulterated se- 
same oil can be obtained, but since it is so rarely 
called for the druggist probably won't have it on 
hand. He can get it for you. however, thru the 
regular channels of supply. 
If not, then you'll 


have to use a substitue for this item in your medi- 
cine cupboard, and either sweet almond oil or olive 
oil may be selected, but sesame oil is superior be- 
cause It keeps better and when applied to the skin 
does no tend to clog as other oils do. 


Heat some of the oil by standing the Bottle in hot 


water, and dissolve some camphor in It—about half 
an ounce of camphor for two ounces of oil. This 
makes a camphor liniment which is more familiar 
nowadays as camphorated oil, which when thus 
freshly made, is an excellent embrocation for chil- 
dren with bronchitis, pneumonia, or coryza.

SINCLAIR OR THE SENATE? • 


Another question of the moment down 


at "Washington is Aether Harry F. Sin- 
clair, -with his millions and his array of 
legal colonels, is a greater power than the 
senate of the "United States. Mr. Sinclair, 
on "advice of counsel," has refused to 
give further testimony in the oil hearing. 
According to Mr. Sinclair, he has been on 
the stand five times, and it is asking too 
much of his good, nature to be annoyed 
a sixth time. One of his flotilla of attor- 
neys made a lengthy argument before the 
committee, the burden of -which was that 
his client should be excused from testi- 
fying because he is already under attack 
in the courts it would be unfair to put him 
on the witness stand in an adverse exam- 
ination; also, that it might force him to 
resort to his constitutional right to refuse 
to answer on the ground that to do so 
would incriminate him. Since, he urged, 
Mr. Sinclair is spotless, the mere fact that 
he invoked this right would place him, un- 
der a cloud and subject him to inferences 
that are unwarranted. 


The senate committee properly refused 


to entertain the plea, and he is to be cited 
for contempt. This means he will be forced 
to testify or go to jail, unless his at- 
torneys, through court intervention, can 
save him. If Mr. Sinclair cannot be com- 
pelled to answer questions, then a senate 
committtee has no power to force anyone 
to testify. If he gets off it will be because 
he is a man of great \realth. Everyone 
knows how long a poor man would last, 
in a parallel case. He would either give 
evidence, exercise his constitutional right 
not to testify on the ground of self-in- 
crimination, or he would go to jail. The 
same alternatives should apply to Sinclair. 
He is no better than anyone else, and on 
the face of things below the average. Be- 
cause he has testified previously is no 
reason for refusing to testify now. 
He 


has not been on the stand since the facts 
about the Fall bribery came out. 


Mr. Sinclair is not under indictment 


and is thus far not defending a criminal 
aetion. The country has a right to know 
all there is to know of the circumstances 
surrounding his oil leases. If he gets out 
of testifying through the cunning of his 
lawyers congress should, in justice to ev- 
eryone else, abolish investigations. 
If 


he can successfully defy the United States 
senate then it follows that any other per- 
son with money can do the same, and if 
money can secure immunity then those 
without money are entitled to the same 
protection.

Why Engine Oil Mu«t Be Changed Every 500 


Miles 


Tuning up your car is a very interesting operation and one that gives 


the real motorist 
lot of pleasure. It is not particularly difficult, and 


can be performed very easily by the average car owner. 


Probably the most important single attention a car requires is to see 


that the engine is lubricated properly. 
By this I do not mean simply 


pouring so much oil into the crankcase, and keeping it at the correct 
level. 
It IS important to keep enough oil in the crankcase, but it is 


equally as important to make sure that you USE THE PROPER GRADE 
OF OIL, AND CHANGE IT REGULARLY. 


Some engines require a light-bodied oil, others a medium or heavy body. 


All kinds of trouble will be caused if you use the wrong kind of oil in 
your engine. Consult the oil chart issued by the large oil companies, and 
"use the grade of oil they specify for your particular, car. 
They have 


made a study of the lubrication system of your car, and know just what 
oil will suit it best 
' Few drivers realize the importance of draining the crankcase every 500 
miles. 
During the cold weather especially, a considerable quantity of 


water and gasoline finds its, way into the crankcase, and destroys the 
lubricating properties of the oil. The water gets into^ the crankcase in 
two wavs; through condensation of water in the exhaust gasses, and 
through condensation of moisture that is drawn in through the oil breather 
pipe- 
' 
i 
Half fill a glass with ice water, 


<ind you will notice that immedi- 
ately water begins to condense on 
the side of the glass. The ice water 
cools the side of the glass, and as 
soon as the moisture in the air 
strikes it. it condenses. This same 
action takes place inside the crank- 
case. The air that is drawn into it 
contains a certain amount of mois- 
ture, and as soon as it strikes the 
inside of -the crankcase, condenses, 
and before long you have a con- 
siderable 
quantity of .water 
col- 


lected there. 
Now start the engine, then take 


the glass and hold it over the end 
of the exhaust pipe. In a few sec- 
onds you will notice drops of -water 
forming inside the glass. Perhaps 
you have noticed drops of water 
dripping from the end of the exhaust 
pipe, and thought the cylinder was 
cracked. The -water that came out of 
the exhaust pipe is condensed from 
the exhaust gases. Of courscitMAY 
be a cracked cylinder, but this is 
unlikely unless yon have had your 
engine frozen up during the cold 
weather. Some of the water that is 
condensed passes .out .of the ex- 


' haust, but some of it is drawn down past the pistons into the crank- 


case. 
• The gasoline supplied nowadays is very heavy compared with that of a 
few years ago, and requires considerable heat and a very efficient carbure- 
tor to vaporize :t. When the engine is cold, the'choke is generally used to 
assist in starting, and the gasoline passing, into the cylinders is only par- 
tially vaporized, and is not broken up fine enough to form a quick-burning 
mixture... The result is that a certain amount of liquid gasoline is left on 
the walls of the cylinders, and is forced'down into the crankcase on the 
compression stroke- This gasoline mixes with the oil. further diluting it. 


When the roads are dry, a quantity of dust and grit is drawn down 


into the crankcase. and this mixed with the water, gasoline and oil, forms a 
slimy sludge. This mixture is naturally a very poor lubricant, and if 
allowed to remain in the crankcase will cause rapid wear in all bearings 
and cylinder walls, soon making the engine very -noisy and necessitating 
an overhauling in a short time. 


A rough test that will - give you 


a good idea of the condition of 
the oil in the crankcase, is to drain 
off a sample and rub it between 
the finger and thumb, then dip 
your fingers into some fresh oil 
and test in the same way. 
The 


old oil will have no body, and -will 
feel "dry" and thin, while the new 
oil will have a smooth velvety feel. 


Another test is to draw off some 


of the oil from the crankcase into 
a clear bottle, and let'Stand- for a 
day. 
When oil is settled you will 


notice tjic gasoline comes to the 
top. the oil remains in the center 
and the water and sediment drops 
to the bottom of the bottle. • • 


You will now realize that if you are going to keep your engine in first 


class condition this summer, it'will be absolutely necessary that you drain 
the crankcase every 500 miles. Like everything else, there is' a right and 
wrong way to go about this job, so next week I will tell you how to do it.

children in the family of nations. But 
each of these baby nations still is 
haunted by the spectre of a goblin 
Russia who some- day may step in 
and gobble it up like the griant in 
Jack the Beanstalk. 


Just now. according to American 


and other foreign observers at Riga, 
Reval and Kovno, who base their 
belief upon first hind 
information 


from Moscow, Soviet Russia has no 
desire for the trouble and' war that 
aggression agralnst these states would 
mean. 
In fact some of the more 


optimistic Russian 
leaders 
predict 


that within a decade or so, the Bal- 
tic provinces will willingly join the 
union of Soviet Socialistic republics 
as autonomous state*. 


Of the three states. 
Latvia per-

Her Imports were only slight-
